Claims Workmen Are Bossed 


by Men Who Draw 


Pay Without Any 


Work. 


New York. Oct. 0.—Labor unionism 


has driven the Morse Iron Works and 
Dry Dock company of this city Into 
the hands of a receiver, depriving 
2,200 men of work, curing them off 
from weekly wages aggregating $23,- 
000, and closing the $2.0(10,000 plant, 
perhaps the largest of Its kind on the 
Atlantic coast 
This Is not so, Mr. 


Morse declares, because 
the 
union 


scale of wages wan refused, but be- 
cause the men would not do any work 
•while they had union overseers, who 
permitted them to dawdle while get- 
ting'full wages. 
The walking dele- 


gates, declare the ofllcers of the com- 
pany, would not let the union men 
•work under overseers 
representing 


the employers, who discharged those 
that shirked the labor that was due. 


Employer Is Ruined. 


South Brooklyn will feel the closing 


of the works seriously. They occupy 
several acres at the foot of Fifty- 
eighth street and about them are clus- 
tered about 400 dwellings hitherto 
occupied by employes In the dock 
yard. These now will be deserted. 


E. P. Morse, president and founder 


of the company, who has built up an 
•normous business from nothing, be- 
ginning as workman himself, declares 
that the fruits of his nineteen years 
of earnest and successful efforts have 
been snatched from him without a 
fault of his own. In splto of every ef- 
fort to meet the demands of his em- 
ployes within the bounds of what 
Memed to him to be justice. 


Blames Walking Delegates. 


Another effect of the closing of the 


Morse company will be to prevent the 
consummation of Its absorption by the 
Roach Shipbuilding and Engine com- 
pany. 
Recently the Morse company 


agreed to acquire the plant <«, the 
Roach company, situated at the foot of 
East Ninth street. In this borough. 


"Just as soon as the unions discov- 


ered our yards full of work," said Mr. 
Mors?. "strikes began. Walking dele' 
pates were as familiar with the terms 
of our contracts as we, and knew they 
could force us to accept many of their 
demands. 


Order General Strike. 


"For Instance, we found men loafing 


—even asleep—on tho steamship Sty 
ria about a year ago. and they openly 
boasted that they had not lifted a 
Hammer during the day, nnd that their 
organization did not have to work un- 
less they so desired. We romoved the 
foreman and got a trusted man to look 
after our Interests. A strike was or- 
dered not only on that ship but on nil 
our works.

IN THE PHILIPPINES 


Annual Report Shows 
That Prices 


Have Advanced During the 


Last Fiscal Year. 


Manila, Oct. 0.—The customs re- 


port for the fiscal year 1903, pub- 
lished today, shows the finances of 
the 
Philippines to bo In excellent 


condition. The Imports of merchan- 
dise, exclusive of coin, were 
less 


by $25:t.ri73 than those of 1902, while 
the exports Increased $8.802.700 over 
the preceding year. 


The balance of trade against tho 


stands In 1902 was $8.GSG,193, while 
this year there Is a balance In their 
'avor of JR30.180. 


The total foreign trade, exclusive 


of United States government Impor- 
tations, In tho two years was as fol- 
ows: 
' 1902—intporta, 
J33.420.680; 


exports, $24.733,887. 
This shows a 


gain In foreign trade of $8,709,027. 


Mexican Coin Disappearing 


During tho year 1902 tho Imports 


of coin silver exceeded tho exports 
by $6,229,448, while. In 1903, the ex- 
ports exceeded the imports by $4.- 
164,306, thus showing that there has 
been a rapid departure of the Mexi- 
can silver coin since tho Introduction 
of tho now currency authorized by 
congress. 


The total trade with the United 
States for the fiscal year 1903 was 
$6,085,017 greater than that for 1902.

The same paper says Jacques I. em- 
ploys ns his prlmo mover and chief 
secretary of state n peer of tho Eng- 
lish realm, nnd In all likelihood when 
ho goes back to bis empire ho will 
take with him several other British 
noblemen. 


LEBAUDY PLANS EMPIRE 


FOR AMERICAN NEGROES 


French Millionaire Seeks to Become 


Known as the Greatest Bene- 


factor of th* Black Race. 


London, Oct. <>.—Jacques Lebaudy, 


tho French millionaire, who Is .sup- 
posed to be scheming to establish an 
empire for himself on tho west const 
of Africa, in reality Is planning a great 
statu to bo peopled by negroes from 
tho United State*. 
| 


Lebaudy desires to bo handed down ( 
to posterity as tho greatest benefac- 
tor of th(« negro raci^ who ever lived. 
With thli Idea his Intentions nro pure- 
ly pacific nnd commercial. He desires 
flrst to obtain the consent of tho Eu- 
ropean powers, who claim to have In- 
fluence over the territory on which ho 
has designs, to establish along tho 
northwest coast of Africa an emplro 
larger than Rhodesia, to bo entitled 
tho United States of Liberia. 


Hero he proposes to found a negro 


stato, peopled by negroes from Ameri- 
ca, especially 
from 
the 
Southern 


states, who would recelvo grants of 
land, and ba encouraged. to found, a 
country of their own. 


If Lebr.udy secures all tho territory 


he desires ho will havo a country rich 
!n minerals, India rubber nnd coffee. 
Ho la not unwilling to engage some of 
his own vast capital In tho enterprise, 
but he seeks to Interest other capital- 
ists In the venture. 


Lobatidy employs as his prlmo min- 


ister nnd chief secretary of stato a 
peer of 
tho 
English 
realm, and 


In all likelihood when hu goes back to 
his ''empire" he will take with him 
several other British noblemen. 


Lebaudy already 
has 
landed 
an 


armed force on tho northwest African 
roast, baa established a capital, and 
entered Into treaties with tho natives 
and Arabs, by whom, so far, ho has 
been well received.

Declares They Were Issued 


Without Consideration, 
With No Sacurity, But 


Mortgages Later.

tlcen In the formation of tho United 
States Shipbuilding company 
wero 


charged against Charles M. Schwab. D. 
Leroy Dresner, Lewis Nixon. John S. 
Hyde, B. W. Hyde, Charles R. Hans- 
coni, I. M. Scott, Charles J. Caudo, 
Horace W. Gausc and John W. Young 
by Receiver James Smith In the United 
States Circuit court. 


Tho charges ure contained In the 


answer filed by the receiver to the ac- 
tions recently Instituted against the 
company and himself as receiver by 
tho Mercantile Trust company nnd the 
New York Security and Trust com- 
pany, the former to foreclose Its mort- 
gage as tniKteu for a ii per cent mort- 
i;n;;o bond Issue of $1(>.000,000 and tho 
latter to foreclose Its mortgage., also 
as trustee, upon a bond Issue of $10,- 
000,000. 


Says Bonds Are Void. 


Specifically Mr. Smith alleges, In 


his answer to the suit of the New 
York Security and Trust company, 
that the Bethlehem Steel company's 
works, worth not more than $7,200.000 
to $10,000.000, was brought Into the 
United States Shipbuilding company 
on the basin of $30,000,000. the trans* 
action being fraudulent and to th« 
groat Injury of the creditors' bondhold- 
ers, and stockholders of the shipbuild- 
ing- company. 
Mr. Smith 
further 


chnrxaa that tho ahnrea that tbo ship- 
building company Issued In effecting 
this transaction cnn-rtttuted full pay- 
ment for th» stock of the steel com- 
pany, and thnt the bonds mentioned 
In the complaint were, therefore. Is- 
sued without consideration, and null, 
and void, and that the mortgage given 
to secure the bonds Is likewise nnll 
»nd void. He further alleges that Mr. 
Schwab, in receiving tho bonds and 
stock, became Justly Indebted to the 
shipbuilding company In tho sura ot 
120.000.000, through the shareholders' 
liability act of New Jersey, undor 
whoso lawa of tbo defendant company 
was organized. By reason of this, it 
Is claimed, tho bonds have been fully 
paid, and the receiver. Mr. Smith, Is 
entitled to nn offset for $20.000,000. 


Directors Not Qualified. 


It Is also alleged that tho persona 


acting as directors of tho defendant 
company wero not qualified to net as 
nuch. not being Dona fide holders of 
stock In tho shipbuilding company. 


Receiver Smith next contends that 


Mr. Schwab and his associates, 
to 


further defraud the defendant com- 
pany, conspired with tho directors of 
tho company to Insert certain provi- 
sions In the charter of the company 
to onablo them to control its affairs 
and to ncqulro Its property at less tban 
Its true value. 


Charges nro also marie that Mr. 


Schwab caused the shipbuilding com- 
pany to default In Its Interest, forcing 
Its Insolvency, thereby wrecking it, 
and enabling Mr. Schwab and bis as* 
Hoclatcs to acquire Its assets. 


Charges Collusion. 


It Is charged 
likewise that Mr. 


Schwab and his associates acted In col- 
lusion with "a so-called reorganization 
committee" caused tho Interest to be 
withheld, by reinslng to permit the di- 
rectors to meet, whereby funds might 
have boon secured from some other 
source to meet flic outstanding obll- 
gaf.lonn. 


Th« promoters at tho present ttmo 


own at least ,$10.000,000 of the bonds 
anil $9.000,000 ot common nnd $9,000.- 
000 of tho preferred stock of tbo com- 
pany. 
Tho claim Is made that there 


wns no real consideration to tho bonds 
and that they are, therefore, null and 
void and without force.
